WARS IN THE FUTURE.

The great wars of the future (accord- 


ing to the author) will not.be between 
ilrgle states, but between group., of 
countries.

tiocps will thus I* engaged, acJ this 
will counteract the tendency of rcoJern 
arms ard explosives to shorten thedur- 
ation of a war; * o much so that it U Im- 
probable, that the wars of tlie future 
will be much shorter than the wars of 
the past. "Several months, but cot 
more than a year," is the author's es- 
timate of the likely length of a war. 


The costs of future wars will, of 


course, be. ciillartls; but. on Ihe other 
tacd. Capt. IJercdt argues that the loss 
o! life vvill be less. In the seven years* 
war the percentage of those killed was 
23; in the. wars of Xapoleoc only 13, 
while in the Franco-l'russlan war itde- 
creased to 12. This continual tendency 
to decrease is due to the fact that, al- 
thoush so many more sJiots are fired 
than formerly, comparatively fetverhit 
their mark. In the war* of the earlier 
half of the century cne shot ia every 
140 took effect, but ia the Frac 
tiaa acd later wars only one in 
iX> has reached its aira. 


The loss of life would increase if 


soldiers became more daring, but thii 
is extremely improbable. The havoc 
wrought by shrapnel and the modern 
cartridges must necessarily make a 
much greater Impre>s!on on the trocps 
than did the cTd-fashionrd canr.on balls 
and bullets, and in tbe future there will 
not be the same clouds of smoke to 
hiJe.the. horrors of Ihe battlefield. The 
soldiers' nerves will thus be- tried to a 
much greater extent, ar.d martial valor 
i* likely to diminish rather tbaa to in- 
crease. This wil! ter-d to produce a de- 
crease of the number killed. 


Various other interesting po'nts are 


touched upon by Capt. ISerndt, whose 
conclusions are in many cases t-ontrary 
to those generally accepted.—Vienna 
Cor.
